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A few fruit-tree* we*e atandfng about the 
house — some of them dying, end none of them 
deed, from the effect* of the too clou# brownie g 
of the borne*, which came at will to the water- 
trough beaide the well, and efter drinking their 
fill, raced about the yard, trampling up the turf, 
rolling over the waabed clothe* , if any ebanoed 
to be laid down there to bleach — biting the ten- 
der bark from the young fruit-tree*, and doing 
whatever other mischief would most grieve tbe 
heart of a provident houses if* 

There were aonrie flowev-bosbe*. roee end 
lilac, and a few of strange sort*, which bad 
been given to tbe young folk* by the n*»gb 
bora ; and tbe name* and qualities of which 
ware unknown alike to tbe giver* and receivers 
Tbeee were watched with great interest. and

( Gresham, in all her married life, had seen no 
holiday, arid she held all her family steady to 
her principle of work and wait

Toil to ba, ia tbe newspaper, as 

w*U m in the outside world, * rlas« of person* 
wboae aim ia the destruction of the institution 
of marriage. 1 am not sure bat we shall, ia the 
coarae of event a. come to a time when ail tbe 
old aacredneas of oar marriage relations mar be 
overwhelmed by tbe new, so-oalled, phikiao- 
pbiea, better denominated sophistries, of oar 
generation. Bat its sacrednese can never be 
lost, for it ia a good, and belongs to tbe realm 
of t rat ha, and faiths never die. They ‘rise 
again " — though forced to soeooinb to nrcum- 
atanees for a time. 

I aappoae these innovators believe they have 
tbs highest good of the greatest number in 
view, and are as honest, in their way. as I may 
be in opposing them. They are doing their 
work, and getting the oaoal pay of agitators— 
opprobrium. In all revolutions which are con- 
summated by reformations we always have fans 
tioal leaders, who trouble the waters, and are 
usafa) aa the aub-aoil ploughs of the movement 
They stir the foundations of society, deep below 
its surface ; set good, staid people s-thmking . 
and the result ia, tbe emancipation of tbe slave, 
without the dismemberment of tbe Union ; the 
emancipation from the tyranny of dress, with- 
out the excess of Bloomerism ; and the etnan 
cipation of woman, without the abrogation of 
tba marriage relation.

In cases where 
there is no real marriage, but oaly exter- 
nal anion, parties are rapidly taking care of 
tbsmselvea, by virtue of the divorce laws of our 
stataa, which should all, for the good of com- 
munity, be rendered aa available aa those of In- 
diana are at present 

Place woman on an equality with man. in the 
matter of work and wages, and let tbe divorce 
laws become as above desired, and if men and 
women have any affection in common between 
them, the law will be a terror over their head* 

- if they need a terror to cause them to treat 
each other honorably , end if they have no af- 
frotfon, they ought never to have been legally 
joined together, and the quicker they are sepa- 
rated, tbe better for tbe good of society end 
tbem selves.

WOMAN BUFFRAOK AND THE MAH- 
RIAQK RELATION. 


To the Editor of the Hartford Conrant 

I wab a hunt from the atate on and for some 
time after the 8d of January, and hare bat re- 
cently Been an editorial in your paper of that 
date, entitled “ Woman Buffrage and the Mar- 
riage Relation." In that article you apeak of 
looae notions of marriage and divorce being 
lield by some prominent advocates of Woman 
Hoflfrage, and desire to know " whether or not 
the suffrage movement indispensably involves 
these liberal notions, ” and yon say, “ if it doe^ 
connt us among its nn compromising enemies." 

Among the leading advocate# of Woman But- 
frnge in this country I know of no one who is at 
all prominent as an advocate of ■* easy divorce " 
except Mrs. Stanton. B>me, I know, are 
strongly opposed to it With her it is ad- 
vocated as a means of securing the highest 
happiness and purity of the marriage relation, 
not sought ns a m«*nns of license. She is a bold 
thinker, nnd speaks very fearlessly what she 
thinks, but she is a woman of great purity of 
character, and in the benevolence of a large 
heart and the speculations of an earnest mind, 
is trying to find the best way out of a great and 
acknowledged difficulty. I do not agree with 
her in her conclusions, but fael uu willing that 
Hiie should t>e misjudged. 

We will suppose, however, that both her views 
and her motives nr;* ol the worst kind ; and tor 
the purposes of this article, we will suppose that 
there are twenty prominent advocates of Wo- 
man Suffrage wlio occupy exactly her position. 
We will suppose also that there are twenty 
more who advocate free rum, and twenty more 
repudiation of our national debt Now. if in 
these circumstance*, an honest inquirer should 
come to me with the question whether woman 
suffrage indispensably involves free love. free 
rum. and repudiation, 1 should reply, •• My dear 
air, it docs not indispensably involve anything 
but the ntfranchifrmtnl of axr m»n. It is in this 
respect exactly like the enfranchisement of 
men. It involves the right of the voter to vote 
for just v hut he thinks he ought to vote for ; 
liuf, ns lie rnny vote for one thing one year, and 
tor directly the opposite thing the next year, his 
right to vote cannot lie aatd ir diwpensably to 
involve any particular thing whatever. If the 
inquirer should then «*k me what J thought the 
protmhh ftft-'fi of Woman Suffrage on free hive, 
free rum, ami repudiation would b« . 1 should 
reply by sayin *. that 1 know of no way of de- 
tvi mining how women will vote on any subject , 
but that we may presume. 1, Thai they will vole 
on the whole more conscientiously than men . 
V, Thai they will incline, ss a sex, toward vir 
tne in every form, and especially will be in- 
terested in «msU»tnng the family relation in its 
lies! condition . and 3. will, by then thinking 
(lot they will make tU#tnae)v<*« more intelligent 
undci the responsibility ot the ballot), contribute 
essentially to the discussion and Intelligent and 
wise settlement of Un- subject* upon which they 
act. 

I should consoler it enough. Ml. F.ditor, if 1 
had convinced him that women would n*»t vote 
any wor.,e than men would , lor it U person 
o tight, on las own account, to have the right to 


vete, be ought to have it without reference to 
how he wifi vote. 

Bat yon will ask me. u it i fact of no mgmft- 
aanoe tbst there are these twenty advocates of 
these different errors among the leading friends 
of Woman Suffrage f J reply, that tb# effect of 
this laet is precisely this and nothing room- 
namely, that when women come to vote. there 
will t»e twenty women wt* will advocate free 
love, twenty free ram. etc., and who. voting 
tbemaelvea, will gain as many adherents to then 
views aa tbev are able . >»ot whit the effect up- 
on - the whole rnaas of women will be everf >on» 
most judge for himaelf I know of no better 
way than to Idok at our own wives and daugh- 
ter* and other women of oar acquaintance, and 
judge as well a* we can bow thee would proba- 
bly act on tbeae subject*. The fact that there 
are these twenty advocates of each of tbeae dif- 
ferent errors is a Into lately infinitessimal *« ev»- : 
dence of whnt the who)*- body of women will do. J 
I can only aav. that among the friends of Wo- ; 
man Huff rage whom I know, there are probably 
fifty who would favor a restriction of our di- 
vorce laws where there is one who wonld keep 
them as they are 

Nothing is more illogical than to conclude 
tba! a cause >* had 1* cause some of its fneuds 
advocate very bad errors. A cause cannot 
choose its advocates. It is op<-n lo everybody 
to apeak and act lor it who pleases. The auti- 
slnvcry reform in it* early stages was denounced 
because many of its advocates were, in fact or 
were supposed to be disbelievers in the au- 
thority of the Bible ; but it is very easy to see 
that that reform had its own merits entirely 
independently of the theological views of Its ad- 
vocate* ; and those of us who were inmd. of 
that reform fdt very strongly the injustice done 
to our cause by those who opposed it on that 
ground. We never conceded foT a moment that 
that reform indispensably involved infidelity . 
yet there were ten advooatea of it who were 
called mftdels where there is one of Woman 
Suffrage who can be called, in any sense, an ad- 
vocate of free love. 

Let me illnstraU tbe case in another wuy If 
1 am correctly informed Mr* Blanton would be 
entirely satisfied with the divorce laws of (bn- 
neeficnf Now these <Vitj Deepen! statutes go 
fnrther in allowing divorce* than 1 should lw 
willing to go.

and what is more, had never shown herself 
unworthy of any place to which ah* had been 
admitted by aocial or statute regulation*- H* 
referred to fhe liallot as an incentive of thought 
and consequent developer of tbe reasoning i 
faculties, aud pertinently asked why woman 
abould be deprived ol the power of nuamg 
herself to s higher place.

In the minds 
of those who do not know them, they are associa- 
ted with ordinary manual laborers, but they are 
vaatly in advance ol them. The miners and 
prospector* that to so large an extent make up 
the population of these Pacific mining regions 
are, many of them, from among the most *n- j 
lightened communities and the most refined 
families of the Eastern states, and have them - 
selves a degree of knowledge and an activity of 
thought such a* their coarse clothes and hard 
occupation would never lead one to infer.

credit), no one will wonder why the time* are 
hard. 

Hut Com miaul oner Wells. in the face of all 
these facta, claim* that if our circulation wi* 
not more than $400,0.10, 000, price* would be 
forced down low enough ao oar export* would 
equal our import* , overlooking the fact that 
if we have a surplus of anything it must I# *i- 
porl#i at whatever price it will bring in the 
market of the world, which market is not con- 
trolled by any system of currency in our 
country. 

But all I claim is, that the greenback* b* 
continued io circulation, allowing Congress to 
determine the amount of currency, but never to 
contract any.
